MEDICAL COUNCIL OF INDIA 
NOTIFICATION 

„ ' New Delhi, the 16th April, 2010 

_ No. MCI. 34(41)/2010-Med./3491. —In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 33 of the Indian Medical CouncirAct, 1956(102 of 1956), the Medical Council of 
India with the previous sanction of the Central Government hereby makes the following 
regulations to further amend the “Establishment of Medical College Regulations, 1999” 
namely:- 

1. (i) These regulations may be called the “Establishment of Medical College 

Regulations, (Amendment), 2010 (Part II)” 

(ii) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette, 

2. In the “Establishment of Medical College Regulations, 1999”, the following 
additions / modifications ! deletions / substitutions, shall be as indicated therein:-

3. In Clause 8.3 under the heading “GRANT OF PERMISSION” the following shall be 
added: - 

“8(3) (1) The permission to establish a medical college and admit students may be 
granted initially for a period of one year and may be renewed on yearly basis subject 
to verification of the achievements of annua! targets. It shall be the responsibility of 
the person to apply to the Medical Council of India for purpose of renewal six months 
prior to the expiry of the initial permission. This process of renewal of permission will 
continue till such time the establishment of the medical college and expansion of the 
hospital facilities are completed and a formal recognition of the medical college is 
< . granted. Further admissions shall not be made at any stage unless the requirements of 
the Council are fulfilled. The Central Government may at any stage convey the 
deficiencies to the applicant and provide him an opportunity and time to rectify the 
deficiencies. 

PROVIDED that in respect of 

(a) Colleges in the stage upto II renewal (i.e. Admission of third batch): 

If it is observed during any regular inspection of the institute that the deficiency of 
teaching faculty and/or Residents is more than 30% and/or bed occupancy is < 60 %, 
such an institute will not be considered for renewal of permission in that Academic 
Year. 

(b) Colleges in the stage from 111 renewal (i.e. Admission of fourth batch) till 
recognition of the institute for award of M.B;B.S. degree: 

If it is observed during any regular inspection of the institute that the deficiency of 
teaching faculty and/or Residents is more than 20% and/or bed occupancy is < 70 %, 
such an institute will not be considered for renewal of permission in that Academic 
Year. 

(c) ■.Colleges which are already recognized for award of M.B:B.S. degree and/or 
' running Postgraduate Courses: 

If it is observed during any regular inspection of the institute that the deficiency of 
teaching faculty and/or Residents is more than 10% and/or bed occupancy is < 80 %, 
such an institute will not be considered for processing applications for postgraduate 
courses in that Academic Year and will be issued show cause notices as to why the 
recommendation for withdrawal of recognition of the courses run by that institute 
should not be made for Undergraduate and Postgraduate courses which are recognized 
u/s 11(2) of the IMC Act, 1956 along with direction of stoppage of admissions in 
permitted Postgraduate courses. 

(d) Colleges which are found to have employed teachers with faked / forged 
documents: 


If it is observed that any institute is found to have employed a teacher with faked / 
forged documents and have submitted the Declaration Form of such a teacher, such 
an institute will not be considered for renewal of permission / recognition for award 
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of M.B.B.S. degree / processing the applications for postgraduate courses for two 
Academic Years - i.e. that Academic Year and the next Academic Year also. 

However, the office of the Council shall ensure that such inspections are not carried 
out at least 3 days before upto 3 days after important religious and festival holidays 
declared by the Central/State Govt. 

(2) The recognition so granted to an Undergraduate Course for award of MBBS 
degree shall be for a maximum-period of 5 years, upon which it shall have to be 
renewed. 

(3) The procedure for ‘Renewal’ of recognition shall be same as applicable for the 
award of recognition. 

(4) Failure to seek timely renewal of recognition as required in sub-clause (a) 
supra shall invariably result in stoppage of admissions to the concerned 
Undergraduate Course of MBBS at the said institute ”
